Once Saved, Always Saved (Part VI) 



As the scriptural evidence just continues to pile up I see no reason to 
cease writing new parts to this "Once Saved, Always Saved" series. 

Beloved, when I gave all diligence to write unto you of 
the common salvation, it was needful for me to write 
unto you, and exhort you that ye should earnestly 
contend for the faith which was once delivered unto the 
saints. 

Jude 1:3 (KJV) 

The third verse of Jude sets the subject of this short book; it is 
dedicated to warning us to contend for the faith It is a call to action. 
He then goes on to give us three specific examples of those who in the 
past foolishly thought that they had moved beyond the reach of God's judgment; 

I will therefore put you in remembrance, though ye once knew this, how that the Lord, 
having saved the people out of the land of Egypt, afterward destroyed them that 
believed not. And the angels which kept not their first estate, but left their own 
habitation, he hath reserved in everlasting chains under darkness unto the judgment of 
the great day. Even as Sodom and Gomorrah, and the cities about them in like manner, 
giving themselves over to fornication, and going after strange flesh, are set forth for an 
example, suffering the vengeance of eternal fire.

In the above verse Jude shows us the blueprint for how God works based on His past judgments, and since we 
know that "He changeth not" we can be assured that He works the exact same way today. Even after He saved 
the Jews from Egypt He destroyed many of them for rebelling against His authority (Numbers 16:32 KJV O). 

And it shall be, if thou do at all forget the LORD thy God, and walk after other gods, 
and serve them, and worship them, I testify against you this day that ye shall surely 
perish. 

Deuteronomy 8:19 (KJV) O 

My mouth is agape when I think of the Christian so foolish as to think that a righteous God would utterly destroy 
His own people for spiritual adultery and then allow them to go skipping into Heaven? There is a reason why 
adultery is the only cause for which a believer may divorce; there is a reason why the book of Revelation speaks 
of the Great Whore. Yes, God is merciful and will tolerate a lot of sin, but He will not tolerate spiritual adultery 
which is serving strange Gods. 

Nobody gets a free pass to sin, what part of that do we not understand? Yet some of us love our sin so much 
that we would deny that our God is holy and righteous rather than give it up. There is little fear of God anymore. 
To put it bluntly, Christ is portrayed as a whipped chump who's helplessly bound to His word and must shrug 
His shoulders and accept a whore for a Bride regardless of what sins she commits! 




Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have always obeyed, not as in my presence only, but 
now much more in my absence, work out your own salvation with fear and trembling. 
Philippians 2:12 (KJV) © 

When discussing this matter people often blithely respond by saying that we cannot earn our salvation. Yet Jude 
tells us to "earnestly contend for the faith", and Paul says we must "Work out our salvation with fear and 
trembling". What is there to misunderstand? Yes, although we cannot earn our salvation, God's Word clearly 
tells us that action is required on our parts! So what must we do? 

If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us. If we 
confess our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness. If we say that we have not sinned, we make him a liar, and his word is 
not in us. 

Uohn 1:8-10 (KJV) 

We do the exact same thing we did when we became believers. We confess and repent, relying not on our 
works but on the blood of Jesus Christ. Repentance is the action required. We are not "saved", we "shall be 
saved". Our salvation was not a onetime event but is a perpetual walk with Christ.
